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INTRODUCTION. 



I HAVB CHOSEN this play ka translation thinking it 
might be interesting to the geneial class of English 
readers. Euripides is pre-eminently the Greek poet 
of every-ds^ life. Of htm it may be troly said — 

Qtddquid agu&t homines, votum, timor, ira, cupidoy 
Gfludus disG^irsiis, aostri est fimngo UbelU. 

He is more tike Shakespeare than any other Greek 
poet, but whh this difference: Shakespeare, as he 
chose, could be familiar or sublime; Euripides' 
talent and choice both seem to lie in the delinea- 
tion of those feelings which are common to all 
men and all conditions of life. Unlike Sophocles, 
Euripides makes his characters speak more as men 
and women than kings, queens, &c. In Sophocles 
we admire the diction and plot, in Euripides the 
expression of feeling. He is so commonplace, if 
I may use the term, as at times to be almost 
comic; and yet he is, as he has been called, the 
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'most tragic of the poets/ affecting us more than- 
any other tragedian by the emotions of fear and 
pity. The present play is a good specimen of his 
character. The plot is simple in the extreme; a 
middle action is preserved throughout, neither soar- 
ing high nor sinking low; but the characters are 
thoroughly natural^ and there are many passages 
of great tenderness and beauty. 

I shall be amply satisfied should this transla- 
tion be the means of interesting some who are as 
yet unacquainted with the works of this great poet.

DEATH 

How then still lives he and escapes the grave ? 

APOLLO 

He gave his wife instead, whom you now seek. 

DEATH 

Yes, and I '11 take her too beneath the earth. 

APOLLO 

Take her : I dare not hope to gain you o'er. 

DEATH 

Gain me to slay those who are doomed to die. 

APOLLO 

Nay but to slay those who are ripe for death. 

DEATH 

I guess thy reason and thy argument.

It may not be — my dues I '11 not forego.

Howe'er it be, you gain a single corpse. 

DEATH 

Those who die young are greater gain to me.

Rich offerings shall crown the grave of age. 

DEATH 

Phoebus, thy argument is for the rich. 

APOLLO 

How now ! so wise and all unwittingly ? 

DEATH 

Those who have wealth would pay for dying old. 

APOLLO 

You think not good to grant this favour then ? 

DEATH 

I will not : sure you know my ways by now. 

APOLLO 

Hateful to men are they, by heaven abhorred. 

DEATH 

All your unjust desires you '11 not obtain. 
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APOLLO 

Now by my troth, all savage as thou art, 

Yet shalt thou learn to stay thy cruel hand. 

For there shall come to Pheres' halls a man 

Of valour proved, sent by Eurystheus, he 

Upon the quest of certain wondrous steeds, 

Which he must drive from Thracia's cheerless realms ; 

Who, in Admetus' palace entertained. 

By force shall wrest this lady from thy grasp. 

DEATH 

Talk as thou likest, all is said in vain. 

To Hades' realms most surely she shall come. 

Behold I go to dedicate to death 

The victim ; with this blade, which consecrates 

To the gods below him, from whose head it takes 

A single hair. 

SEMICHORUS 

Before the palace silence reigns, 
Within its walls no sound is heard. 

SEMICHORUS 

Without I see none, who may say 
How fares the Queen ; if dead she claims 
Our tears ; or if the light of day 
Alcestis, Pelias' daughter, sees. 
She whom both I and all must own, 
The noblest wife that e'er was known. 
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SEMICHORUS 

Canst hear the sound of sighs within, 
The smiting of the hand upon the breast, 
And lamentation as when all is o'er ? 
Behold of the attendants none doth rest 
In his appointed place the palace gate before. 

Paean, would that midst these waves of woe 
Thou might'st appear with healing on thy wings. 

SEMICHORUS 

If she were dead they would not thus be mute. 

SEMICHORUS 

The corpse is not yet carried from the house. 

SEMICHORUS 

1 'm not SO sure : say, wherefore think you so 1 

SEMICHORUS 

It were not like Admetus to conduct 
The funeral of such a noble wife 
All solitary, and without a friend. 

SEMICHORUS 

No basin is there at the porch 

Of water, as is wont to be 

Where lies a corpse within ; 

Nor yet the lock of hair I see. 

Token of mourning for the dead. 

Nor hear I yet the maidens smite the breast. 
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SEMICHORUS 

And yet the appointed day is surely come. 

SEMICHORUS 

How say'st thou ? 

SEMICHORUS 

On which her downward journey she must take. 

SEMICHORUS 

It pains my heart and soul to think on it. 

SEMICHORUS 

*T is meet to sorrow, when we see 

The upright and the good who ere have been 

Thus utterly consumed with sore distress. 

CHORUS 

Should one a voyage make 

Or unto Lycia's strand, 
Or Ammon's parched seat 

Or any enchanted land. 
Yet 't were not possible to save her soul : 
For fate draws nigh precipitate and sure. 
The sacrificer who may give me help 
I know not where to seek, or at what shrine. 
One was there, had he lived to see this day. 
At whose command she might have left the gates 
Of Hades, and the shadowy realms of night. 
Waked by whose spell the stricken dead arose 
Ere the fell lightning swept him from the earth. 
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But now all hope is fled. 

No rite hath been omitted by our king. 

And every altar streams 

With blood of victims slain, 

But yet no cure is given to heal our woe. 

Lo ! where from out the house an handmaid comes. 

Her face doth stream with tears ; what may it be ? 

'Tis well, when sorrow on thy Lord doth fall, 

To mourn ; but this I fain would know of thee 

Whether thy lady be alive or dead — 

ATTENDANT 

Call her alive or dead, thou wilt not err. 

CHORUS 

Alive and dead at once ; how may that be ? 

ATTENDANT 

Bowed down to earth, her heartstrings breaking fast. 

CHORUS 

Unhappy man, how great a loss is thine. 

ATTENDANT 

As yet he scarce doth comprehend his loss, 

CHORUS 

Is there no hope that she may yet be spared ? 

ATTENDANT 

It may not be : the fatal day forbids. 
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CHORUS 

Are all the solemn preparations made ? 

ATTENDANT 

The funeral garb her husband hath prepared. 

CHORUS 

Of this let her be sure, that in her death 
She *s glorious, best by far of living wives. 

ATTENDANT 

Let no man say that she is not the best. 

The woman that surpasses her must sure 

Be more than mortal. Who could honour more 

Her husband than to give her life for his } 

Full well her townsmen do acknowledge this, 

Admiring what she lately did within. 

She, when she felt the fatal day was come, 

With water from the stream her fair skin bathed ; 

Then from the cedar wardrobe where they lay 

Bright raiment and rich ornaments she took. 

And straight was clad, all fair to look upon. 

Therewith before the altsLr thus she prayed : 

' Lady, who watchest o'er Admetus' halls. 

Before whose shrine I never more may bow, 

Hear the last prayer that I shall make on earth : 

Protect my orphan children — grant to her 

A noble lord, to him a kindly spouse ; 

Nor let them fall nipped in youth's opening flower- 

Their mother's lot — but in their father's land 
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Fill up the measure of a prosperous life/ 
Each altar wreathed she then with myrtle flowers 
Fresh gathered, and at each did offer prayer. 
No tear she shed, nor heaved a single sigh ; 
Death's hand approaching fast no power possessed 
To mar the fair complexion of her face. 
Her chamber next she entered hastily, 
And there in truth one might have seen her weep 
Full sore, and weeping thus she made her moan : 
* My bridal couch farewell ! I love thee still, 
Although from thee I do derive my death : 
My husband lives. Yet am I loth to bid 
To thee and to my lord a last farewell. 
Mine own no more ! henceforth another bride 
Will claim thee, happier in her lot perchance. 
But none more chaste and true unto her spouse.* 
And now, when she had vented all her grief 
In tears, with drooping head she rushed away. 
But oft her heart constrained her to return 
Again and fall upon her bed once more. 
Her children clinging to their mother's robe 
Kept weeping : she alternately the while 
Embraced them, feeling the approach of death. 
Nor ceased the attendants one and all 
To weep their mistress, pitying her fate. 
She each did greet — nor any of so low 
Estate but did some words with her exchange : 
Such are the troubles of Admetus' house. 
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And, had he died, the pang of death alone 
Were his ; but now, escaped, he doth obtain 
A never-ending memory of woe. 

CHORUS 

I ween Admetus heaveth many a sigh 
Now that he needs must lose his noble wife. 

ATTENDANT 

Aye he doth weep, and in his arms the while 
Supports his consort dear and prays her yet 
To endure ; vain prayer : for she is sick to death 
And, sinking fast, doth slowly fade away. 
But I will haste your presence to announce. 
There are, I ween, who 'mid their sovereign's grief. 
Devoid of kindly feeling stand aloof; 
But not so you, of old my master's friend. 

SEMICHORUS 

O Sire divine, give ear, and may there yet 
Deliverance and relief from heaven be given. 

SEMICHORUS 

Doth any appear with news, or must I cut 
My locks and robe me in funereal garb ? 

SEMICHORUS 

Too plain, I much do fear ; yet let us still 
Entreat the gods whose power is infinite. 
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SEMICHORUS 

O Prince Apollo, hear our prayer, 
And for Admetus' misery- 
Some remedy procure : ere now 
Thou hast deliverance wrought : O save 
Our lady from the power of Death 
And bid the murderous king be still. 

SEMICHORUS 

Ah Pheres' son ! how sad a fate is thine 
Reft of thy wife ! 

SEMICHORUS 

Enough methinks to make one seek relief 
By suicidal hand with rope or knife. 

SEMICHORUS 

Dear is she, sure of women none so dear. 

Whom, ere this day shall close, thou *lt see expire. 

SEMICHORUS 

• Look, look f in very truth from out the house 
Husband and wife I yonder see approach. 
Cry out aloud — let thy deep groans resound. 
Thou land of Phere, for the best of wives 
Who slowly wastes away, her downward road 
Pursuing to infernal Hades' bourn. 

CHORUS 

Ne'er will I say that marriage has more joys 
Than sorrows following, when I reckon up 
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The former and the latter life of him 
Our Prince, who, of his noble wife bereft, 
Henceforth will lead a life intolerable. 

ALCESTIS 

Thou sun that lightest the day, and fleeting clouds 
That whirl athwart the sky in swift career ! 

ADMETUS 

He sees us tVain unhappy ; guiltless both 
Of any sin 'gainst Heaven to cause thy death. 

ALCESTIS 

Hear me, O earth ! and ye, O palace roofs, 
And bridal couches in lolchus' land ! 

ADMETUS 

Have courage yet ! Bear up : forsake me not. 
Implore the mighty gods to pity us. 

ALCESTIS 

Methinks a boat approaches ; in the boat 
Lo ! Charon, he who ferries o'er the dead. 
His hand is on his pole. I hear him call : 
' Dost linger still i come on, nor hinder me.' 
In accents such as these he bids me haste. 

ADMETUS 

This voyage you speak of bodeth bitter grief. 
Ah woe is me, how great is my distress ! 
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ALCESTIS 

Some one doth go before me — seest thou not ? — 
Unto the hall of spirits leading on. 
'T is the winged Lord of Hell. I feel his eye 
Beneath his gleaming eyebrows fixed on me. 
What wouldst thou } Stay me not, but let me go 
Upon my fated way, with all my load of woe. 

ADMETUS 

This saddens all who love thee ; most of all 
Me and thy children, equally distressed, 

ALCESTIS 

Cease to support me. Let me lay me down ; 
My feet sink under me, my end is near, 
Darkness is slowly creeping o'er mine eyes. 
My children, fare ye well, your mother is no more ! 

ADMETUS 

O cruel words ! and more intolerable 
Than death with all his terrors manifold. 
Thou canst not have the heart to leave me thus. 
By all the gods I pray thee to bear up 
Against the malady that weighs thee down, 
For, reft of thee, I can no longer live. 
On whom I rest, whose love is all to me. 

ALCESTIS 

Admetus, for thou seest how 't is with me. 
To my last wishes hearken ere I die. 
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ALCESTIS 15 

I, valuing not myself compared with thee, 

Did give my life for thine ; redeemed by me 

Thou dost behold the light. Necessity 

Constrained me not : amid Thessalia's sons 

Were choice of husbands ; and a princely home 

Were mine to enjoy in regal luxury. 

But I refused to live when thou wert gone, 

My children fatherless ; so I sacrificed 

The gifts of youth and all its fresh* delights. 

And yet thy sire and she who gave thee birth 

Forsook thee in the hour of thy need : 

Though far advanced in life they would not choose 

To save their child and find a glorious death. 

Their only child thou wert ; their age forbad 

The hope of other heirs when thou wert gone. 

And we had lived together through the years 

To come ; thou hadst been spared thy widowed state. 

Thy orphan children, and thy fruitless sighs. 

But Heaven, methinks, has willed that this should be. 

Still, howsoe'er it be, forget not thou 

The gratitude thou ow*st me for this thing. 

An equal recompense I ne'er may ask, 

Since nothing is more precious than the soul. 

Thyself must own how just is my desire, 

Since thou dost love these children equally 

As I do — else thou sure wert not thyself. 

I pray thee bring them up to rule my house, 

Nor let a stepmother be over them, 
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Who, of inferior origin to me,

Of Mars ; his sire the direful God of War. 

HERCULES 

My fortune sure this task right well befits. 

For ever hard and toilsome is my lot

Must these fierce coursers and their lord engage; 

But none shall ever see Alcmena's son

This day I lay a corpse within the tomb.

If 't is thy sire, I ween he 's ripe for death. 

ADMETUS 

My parents, Hercules, are alive and well. 

HERCULES 

Surely thy wife Alcestis is not dead } 

ADMETUS 

Of her I have a double tale to tell. 

HERCULES 

Speak'st thou of her as being alive or dead } 

ADMETUS 

She IS, and she is not — but me she pains. 

HERCULES 

I know no more. Your speech is hid from me. 

ADMETUS 

Wert ignorant of her impending fate } 

HERCULES 

I know that she agreed to die for thee. 

ADMETUS 

How lives she then who is to death devote } 
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HERCULES 

Grieve not for ills that in the future He. 

ADMETUS 

Who is to die is dead ; who is dead is gone. 

HERCULES 

To be and not to be are thought unlike. 

ADMETUS 

Hercules, you judge in your way, I in mine. 

HERCULES 

Why mourn'st thou then ? which of thy friends is 
dead ? 

ADMETUS 

A woman ; we did speak of her but now. 

HERCULES 

A stranger or allied to thee in blood } 

ADMETUS 

A stranger but connected with my house. 

HERCULES 

How came it then to pass that here she died ? 

ADMETUS 

Her father lost, she dwelt an orphan here. 

HERCULES 

s I would I had not found thee sorrowing. 
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ADMETUS 

What signifies this word that dropt from thee ? 

HERCULES 

I '11 on my way to seek another host. 

ADMETUS 

Not so. Thou wilt not do me such a wrong. 

HERCULES 

The coming guest doth trouble a mourner's house. 

ADMETUS 

Speak no more of the dead, but go within. 

HERCULES 

It is a shame to feast with friends that weep. 

ADMETUS 

1 11 bring thee to the chamber kept for guests. 

HERCULES 

I pray thee as a favour let me go. 

ADMETUS 

It may not be that thou another's hearth 

Shouldst seek. You, sir, lead on, and opening wide 

The rooms of entertainment out of sight 

Of the palace, the attendants straight enjoin 

To set on store of viands, and shut close 

The inner doors. It is not right that guests 

At meat should be disturbed by sounds of woe. 
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CHORUS 

What meanest thou, Admetus, in this time 
Of grief thus inadvised to welcome guests ? 

ADMETUS 

But had I from my city and my halls 

Dismissed the coming guest, should I have earned 

Your praise ? Methinks I should not, since my woe 

Not one whit less had grown, but I unkind 

To strangers as I ne'er had been before ; 

And, in addition to my other ills. 

My house would have been called inhospitable, 

While I in him do find the best of friends 

Whene'er I visit Argos' thirsty soil. 

CHORUS 

How then couldst thou conceal thy present lot 
If he be such a friend as thou dost say ? 

ADMETUS 

He never would have brooked to pass my doors 
Had he known all the nature of my grief. 
Methinks in this I were not wholly wise. 
Nor free from blame — but this house knows not how 
To send a guest dishonoured on his way. 

CHORUS 

O liberal and hospitable house. 

In which the Pythian god, the Lyrist sweet, 

Erst deigned to dwell ; 
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What time he did pursue the life of a swain 

Beneath thy roof, adown the mountain slopes 

Trilling to the flocks the shepherd's nuptial song. 

Straight by the witching melody beguiled 

The brindled pard and tawny lion left 

Behind the dells of Othrys and came down 

Trooping to hear thy song. 

From beyond the pine woods dark 

Nimbly skipped the dappled fawn, 

Delighting in the gladsome strain 

And dancing to thy tuneful lyre.

I come to sympathise in this thy grief, 
My son ; none can deny that thou hast lost 
A consort chaste and true — but yet 't is meet 
Thou do endure this loss though hard to bear.

And to a changeling did thy wife give suck. ' 

Thy nature has been tried and clearly proved. 

And I no longer count myself thy son. 

Most craven of all men thou dost appear,

Dost think age feels death's stroke as much as youth } 

PHERES 

Man ought to live with one life not with two. 

ADMETUS 

I ween you'd like to outlive the years of Zeus. 

PHERES 

You curse your parents, though without just cause. 

ADMETUS 

Yea, for I felt you thirsted for long life. 
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PHERES 

Did not she die for you, whose corpse you bear ? 

ADMETUS 

Base wretch, a token of thy cowardice ! 

PHERES 

.1 killed her not. You never can say this. 

ADMETUS 

I hope some time you '11 fall into my strait 

PHERES 

Woo many wives that more may die for thee. 

ADMETUS 

This taunt befits thee, since thou wouldst not die. 

PHERES 

The light of the sun is sweet to look upon. 

ADMETUS 

How craven and unmanly is thy heart. 

PHERES 

You scoff not when you bury an aged corpse. 

ADMETUS 

Dishonoured shalt thou be, when thou dost die. 

PHERES 

I care not for my name when I'm no more. 

ADMETUS 

Ah me I how shameless doth old age appear ! 
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PHERES 

Thy lady was not shameless but too fond. 

ADMETUS 

I pray thee go and let me bury my dead. 

PHERES * 

I will depart : thou, murderer, shalt lay 
Within the tomb the corpse thyself did kill 
But know her kin will visit this on thee — 
Acastus merits not the name of man 
Unless he do his sister's death revenge. 

ADMETUS 

Confusion seize on thee, and on thy wife ! 
And may a childless age your portion be ; 
For never shall ye enter my abode. 
And could I by the herald's voice disclaim 
My parentage, I would not hesitate. 
But since the mournful duty on us laid 
Brooks not delay, let us begone and haste 
To lay the corpse upon the funeral pyre 

CHORUS 

O good and noble heart farewell ! 
May the conductor of the dead 
And may the lord of the grave be kind 
To thee who hast so much endured. 
If, in the world below, the good 
Receive a portion fairer than the rest, 
Be such thy lot, by Hades' throned queen. 
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ATTENDANT 

Full many a guest from many a varied clime 
Admetus hath received in these halls, 
Whom I have served, but never yet have seen 
Beneath this roof a stranger so ill bred. 
Who, first of all, seeing my master's grief, 
Would notwithstanding pass into the house ; 
And then did in no sober mood partake

Thou, on the contrary, with sullen brow 

And frowning didst receive thy master's friend, 

Out of concern for no domestic loss. 

Come hither now, that thou mayst grow more wise. 

Dost know the nature of all human things } 

'Tis like thou shouldst not ; listen then to me. 

Death is the common lot of all mankind, 

Nor breathes there any man who is assured 

That he will live to see the morrow close. 

The course of fate lies hid in darkness — none 

By science or by art may master it. 

Since now I have instructed thee in this. 

Cheer up, drink wine, consider each new day 

Thou livest is thine, and leave the rest to fate.

Can it be that he concealed the truth from me ? 
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ATTENDANT 

No more : to us pertain our sovereign's ills. 

HERCULES 

This speech betokens not a distant loss. 

ATTENDANT 

I had not else grieved at thy wassailing. 

HERCULES 

I have been strangely treated by mine host. 

ATTENDANT 

You came at an unseasonable hour, 
For grief lays heavy on us ; and you see 
This close-cut hair and black array of robes. 

HERCULES 

Is 't one of his children or his aged sire ? 

ATTENDANT 

Know then, O stranger, 't is his wife that 's dead ! 

HERCULES 

O heaven ! and yet you entertained me here. 

ATTENDANT 

He ill could brook to send you on your way. 

HERCULES 

Unhappy man ! O what a loss is thine ! 

ATTENDANT 

We are all brought low ; there 's more than one death 
here. 
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HERCULES

Well so I thought at first, soon as I saw 
His tear-stained visage and close razed locks. 
But he declared it was a stranger corpse 
He bore to burial, and so worked on me. 
Thus I, against my feelings, passed within 
His doors and in these hospitable halls 
Began to drink and he so sore distressed.

ADMETUS 

You call to mind what sorely wounds my heart. 
No crueller stroke can fall on man than this, 
A faithful wife cut off. I do lament 
My espousals and my wedded life, and look 
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With envy on the childless souls and lom, 
Whom but one life concerns, for which to grieve 
Were such a burden as might well be borne. 
But it doth pass endurance to behold 
Our children sicken and our bridal couch 
Laid desolate by the hand of death ; and feel 
We might have chosen once a single life, 
Without or wife or child to cause us pain.

CHORUS 

I had one near of kin who lost a. son, 
Most worthy to be mourned, his only child.

palace mine, whose frontal greets my eye, 

1 know not how to enter, how to dwell
